CHILD WELFARE LEGISLATION NEW 
YORK 


hearing various child welfare measures held 
recently the City Hall New York City the unan- 
imity support for various measures was quite 


striking. There were discussed Marriage Bill pro- 
viding that five days should elapse between the issuance 
the license and the ceremony, with the usual excep- 
tions; Bill require the consent judge ihe 
juvenile court other responsible court the marriage 
children under the age sixteen addition the 
consent the parents; Act bring temporary 
detention and shelter institutions under the supervision 
the State Board Charities, ordinary institutions 
are; Act improve the illegitimacy laws the 
direction more humane practice and fairer treatment 
the mother; and the Child Labor Amendment. 

The last alone was oppesed. Even the provision for 
supervision shelters and detention homes, which has 
been the subject warm controversy for year past 
the New York press, was not argued against, although 
the Superintendent the New York Society for the 
Prevention Cruelty Children, its chief opponent, 
was present. was vigorously approved Mr. 
Charles Warner, the Brooklyn Society for the 
Prevention Cruelty Children, one the League’s 
members, and the Superintendent the Westchester 
County Society for the Prevention Cruelty 
dren. Both these speakers could see reason for 
continuing the old New York City fiction that 
work not child welfare and therefore not subject 
such supervision. 

The discussion the Marriage Bills brought out the 
fact that rural New York the latest year for which 
there are statistics many 150 children under six- 
teen were married, some girls young eleven and thir- 
teen years. These marriages were not specially frequent 
among immigrants. 

The Child Labor Amendment struck fire. There 
were present oppose Mr. Russell Whitman the 
New York State Chamber Commerce, Mr. Everett 
Wheeler, President the American Constitutional 
League, representatives the Transportation Asso- 
ciation New York and the Association for the 
Protection Our Homes and Children. There spoke 
behalf the Amendment Mr. Alger the New 
York Child Labor Committee, the President the 
New York State Federation Labor, the President 
the New York State Federation Women’s Ciubs, 
Mrs. Florence Kelley, Mr. Henry Thurston the 
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Child Welfare League America, and others. The 
discussion was interesting example the kind 
arguments that are being used for and against. Those 
against included these varieties: lengthy discussion 
the legal arguments against such Federal action; 
voluntary expressions opinion that the Amendment 
was an; invasion the rights parents and disruptive 
American home life; that inspired from Moscow 
and essentially Bolshevist; and declaration that 
would tend drive young girls into prostitution 
depriving them the chance perform honest labor. 
Those for the Amendment included: carefully rea- 
soned discussion the whole subject from social 
point view illumined statistics and pertinent facts; 
declaration that the same organizations were opposing 
the Amendment New York that appear opposition 
all social legislation; impassioned declaration 
that refusal protection children simply because 
they live certain states which not protect them 
inhuman. Mr. Thurston, speaking last, expressed 
well the general impression the whole discussion pro- 
duced when urged consideration the question 
its merits and protested against the “damnation 
which obscuring both the real meaning 
the Amendment and the question its desirability

STATE PLAN FOR THE CARE THE 
FEEBLEMINDED 

The Cleveland “Plain Dealer” January 8th pub- 
lished report which the Public Health Committee 
the Cleveland Chamber Commerce had the day 
before adopted, which pledged its support Bill 
appropriating $2,400,000 for two new institutions for 
the feebleminded Ohio. The report exhaustive 
study nearly every phase the problem and contains 
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the following specific which are 
interest children’s workers other states than 
Ohio: 


Two new institutions, each with 2,500- capacity, 
one built northeastern Ohio, the other the 
southwestern part, provide custodial care for the 
hopeless defectives and training for the higher type 
morons make them self-supporting. 


Special training for defective delinquent boys, 
similar that given defective delinquent girls the 
overcrowded Institution for the Feebleminded 
Columbus. 


“3. mental clinic for each city 100,000 more 
population aid courts; schools and other organi- 
zations the study persons who are causing trouble 
and outline measures for dealing with them. 


Traveling mental clinics for the smaller cities, 
towns and rural districts. 


Special classes for children retarded three years 
more their studies all schools where there are 
fifteen more such pupils, give them the special 
training they need.

WHY CONTINUE CALL CHILDREN’S 
INSTITUTIONS ORPHANAGES? 


Times” reports that recent study so- 
called orphan asylums New York state shows that 
29,277 children these institutions single year, 
per cent had both parents living, while additional 
per cent had one parent living. the 14,671 chil- 
dren discharged from these institutions, per cent were 
returned parents relatives. Twenty-five per cent 
the children remained the institutions less than 
one year and per cent were discharged within two 
years. 

These figures are additional evidence that orphans 
are scarce. would blessing many children 
these institutions the terms orphan and orphanage, 
which have come have technical meaning even 
the child, and have given the impression being 
different from other children, were eliminated. How

THE 20TH AMENDMENT 


The Child Labor Amendment this time before 
many legislatures. good many misstatements are 
being made, intentionally unintentionally, 
what the Child Labor Amendment means. recent 
number “The American Child,” William Draper 
Lewis, formerly Dean the Law School 
versity Pennsylvania, replies several misstate- 
ments. The first that the Amendment would prohibit 
any person under eighteen from doing any labor. His 
reply is: 


“This statement false, anyone reading the 
proposed Amendment can see for himself. That 
can asserted fact shows contempt for the 
intelligence those whom the assertion made. 
The Amendment declares that ‘The Congress shall 
have power limit, regulate and prohibit the labor 
persons under eighteen years age.’ does not say 
that Congress shall any these things. All this 
Amendment does give Congress the same power 
which the States have always had.” 


The second misstatement takes that 
exercising its power under the Amendment the Congress 
could follow the child into the home and onto the farm 
with arbitrary regulations. His reply is: 


misstatement with which have deal here 
doubtless due the attempt use the same kind 
argument against the Child Labor Amendment 
that which was used the opponents the adoption 
the Constitution; that is, point out all the 
arbitrary and absurd things which the Federal govern- 
ment might under the powers granted. course, 
this kind argument, being designed create fear 
the minds the listeners, omits point out that 
the American people who control the Federal govern- 
ment well the State governments, and that their 
common sense does exercise some restraining force 
over their representatives.” 


The third misstatement that mentions that 
under the Amendment the Congress could regulate the 
education children, interfere with the public school 
system and close regulate parochial schools. His 
reply is: 


“This based the assumption that Congress, under 
the Child Labor Amendment, will attempt regulate 
the education all children, and that the Supreme 
Court will sanction such outrageous violation the 
plain meaning the Amendment deliberately 
stretching the word ‘labor’ enable include any 
conceivable act that child may asked do. The 
labor children persons under eighteen years 
age one thing; their education another. Labor may 
involve mental well physical exertion. Education 
may the hands well the head. But labor— 
the work production, transportation and exchange— 
one thing; education—the work acquiring 
edge and training—is quite another.

entitled, Would You Like Motherless 
Christmas Day?” was not sob story, nor did 
belabor institutions inhuman, after the fashion 
certain school writers, but there must have been 
sufficient sincere human feeling touch many 
hearts because within week after its publication the 
author called ask what she could with 
letters that were coming her from people who wanted 
something for the motherless children she wrote 
of. offered help her out asking the co-opera- 
tion our members, whom have forwarded not 
less than twenty offers service the last month. 

The letters came from all parts the country, from 
town Long Island New York State Ketchikan, 
Alaska, but there was characteristic many them 
that worth noting. Many the women who wrote 
wanted something else than adopt baby. One 
wrote that arrangements could made cover the 
cost the weekly wash she would eager take 
baby need special care and nurse into condition 
attractive enough win permanent foster home. 
Another wrote that for good reasons she and her hus- 
band did not want adopt but that she would 
glad devote her time the building some child 
that needed temporary intensive care. cite these 
evidence spontaneous offers service sort too 
little taken advantage many states. Foster home 
care many different things, including placement for 
adoption which has hitherto tended monopolize the 
designation. women who wrote the “Pic- 
torial from all over the country are evidence 
that there practical interest the kind foster 
home care called placement boarding homes.

TRAINING FOR COTTAGE MOTHERS 

The Department Institutional Care the Child 
Welfare League America seeking promote 
training courses for cottage mothers where 
communities institutions are willing offer the 
resources necessary for such project. 

The training course recently completed the Presby- 
terian Orphans’ Home, Barium Springs, C., offers 


experiences upon which plans for new courses, there and 
elsewhere, may based. The Westminster Teachers’ 
Bureau the Southern Presbyterian Church promoted 
the experiment Barium Springs recruiting the 
student cottage mothers needed. The League has 
kept touch with the work from the beginning and has 
assisted wherever possible. Because this relation the 
League can supply useful information those who 
wish establish training courses. 

tentative curriculum has been worked out and 
bibliographies are being prepared which will include 
text book and reference material needed. 

When planning training course for cottage mothers 
several difficulties arise: (1) the women training will 
have wide variety academic and cultural equipment, 
(2) the number general subjects needing presentation 
will make exhaustive treatmentimpossible, unless 
much more time than now seems desirable allowed 
for the training period, (3) only few can attracted 
long period training, (4) until salaries and work- 
ing conditions children’s institutions are more at- 
tractive there can little hope training cottage 
mothers thoroughly train school teachers. 

Barium Springs there were two lectures week.

PREVENTIVE MEASURES AGAINST CON- 
TAGIOUS DISEASES INSTITUTIONS 


Dr. Spencer Wahl, the Children’s Bureau Clinic 
Cleveland, has recently organized plan medical 
care for the children the various institutions well 
their protection against contagious diseases. From 
Bulletin No. the Cleveland Children’s Bureau 
quote the following: 


the care the child has become the responsi- 
bility institution, there are definite procedures 
which have been found extremely essential the 
control certain diseases. 

vaccination widely practiced and ac- 
cepted scientific method the prevention small- 
pox. Nocomment needed this regard except that 
important for the medical attendant verify the 
vaccination when child enters institution, providing 
means for vaccination those children who have been 
neglected this way. Likewise, provision should 
made for the re-vaccination all children whenever 
child within the institution becomes ill with this disease, 
when small-pox exists epidemic pandemic form. 

Schick test for diphtheria next importance, 
together with the Mixture. This 
measure has been practice Cleveland for about 
five years, but its telling effect has not been registered 
with the same degree small-pox vaccination. How- 
ever, universally, the years come, diphtheria will 
better controlled and relatively few cases will exist 
promoters ‘child health’ take heed this 
adequate measure. The Schick test and the Toxin- 
Antitoxin Mixture require more elaborate outlay 
materials, together with more time and skilled technique 
than vaccination against small-pox. For these reasons, 
the measure has not been performed with the same 
readiness; and attempts have been made simplify 
the routine methods employed. 

workers have discarded the Schick test en- 
tirely and consequently have administered the three 
four injections the Toxin-Antitoxin Mixture 
routinely each child. This method inclusive and 
eliminates the possibility poorly executed 
wrongly interpreted Schick test. However, though 
harm done, scientifically, this method cannot 
recommended for several reasons. (1) subjects every 
child three four injections, about per cent 
them being unnecessary. (2) economic waste 
the Toxin-Antitoxin Mixture, and (3) the end, 
much and perhaps more time consumed than the 
proper eliminations were made the Schick test. 

“Is the Schick test harmful? The answer is, ab- 
solutely no! Other than small red area which later 
scales there harm done. the Schick test abso- 
lutely reliable determining whether not in- 
dividual will develop diphtheria? the test properly 
performed will give the correct reaction almost 
every individual. Occasionally individual will 
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develop diphtheria whose Schick test has been reported 
negative. only ascribe this misfortune faulty 
technique performing the test. spite the small 
error possibility, the Schick test should exercised with 
the proper skill and used index individual’s 
susceptibility immunity against diphtheria. 

“After the Schick test has been performed upon 
number children, the readings should made five 
seven days later, but they can made three days. 
that time, the first injection the Toxin-Antitoxin 
Mixture given those who have reacted positively, 
and subsequently, week apart, three more injections 
are given. these injections produce immunity 
the disease? How long does the immunity last? 
three injections are given, the Schick test becomes 
negative six months later per cent the cases; 
four injections are administered immunity pro- 
duced 95-100 per cent the cases. the future, 
the Medical Division recommends four injections 
the Toxin-Antitoxin Mixture order more safe 
and accurate this work. far known the im- 
munity lasts for seven years, inasmuch the Schick 
test has remained negative for seven years individuals 
who were immunized the 
for much longer time and probably for life. 

“Do the injections Toxin-Antitoxin Mixture pro- 
duce injurious effect upon the child? There are 
ill effects other than redness and occasionally slight 
swelling around the point the injection. Usually the 
constitutional reactions are slight, any. The only 
reported serious damage occurred from the injections 
previously frozen Toxin-Antitoxin Mixture. 
Cleveland mishaps have happened date. There- 
fore, the possibility even the probability any mis- 
fortune extremely remote.”

round table conference held connection with 
the Eastern Regional Conference, New York recently, 
the whole subject adoptions was reviewed Miss 
Emma Lundberg the Children’s Bureau the 
United States Department Labor. The following 
points were emphasized: 

Only six seven States have recognized the im- 
portance adoptions their laws. Among these are 
Minnesota, Ohio, Oregon, Virginia and New York. 

There are great differences the various State laws. 
Missouri the power investigate adoption applica- 
tions the hands the Juvenile Court. Oregon 
the Domestic Relations Court has control and makes 
the investigation cases after the judge has talked 
with adopting parents. The law recognizes two phases; 
first—should the child separated from its own father 
and mother, and second, the foster home proper 


place for the child? North Dakota the Children’s 
Bureau investigates the applications for adoption and 
requires that parental release affected without 
court decision. Minnesota every adoption investi- 
gated through the Children’s Bureau the State 
Board Control, and six months’ trial period re- 
quired before the adoption completed, but there 
supervision required during this period. Virginia 
re-investigation required every three months during 
the trial period. The Minnesota, North Dakota and 
Virginia laws are the broadest their scope. 


NEWS FROM LOCAL CONFERENCES 


Columbus and Franklin Counties have been undertaken 
the Columbus Conference as- 
certain the number bastardy cases handled the 
Justices. was learned that one Justice had had but 
three cases bastardy his twenty years’ experience 
Justice, and that the last was 1914. The settle- 
ment this case was for $15 and month until the 
child was sixteen years age, and bond $200 was 
given that the child should not become dependent. 
Under the new laws Ohio, preliminary 
hearings bastardy cases may held before Justices 
the Peace, Municipal and Juvenile Courts. the 
various meetings the Council the 
Juvenile Court has been carefully presenting the func- 
tioning Ohio’s new laws order that better use may 
made them.

ILLEGITIMATE BIRTH RATE HIGH 
VIRGINIA 

Virginia holds the record, according Dr. 
Plecker, registrar the State Bureau Vital Statistics, 
having the highest white illegitimate birth rate all 
states the registration area. 1923 there were re- 
corded Virginia 63,438 living births, 3,943 out 
wedlock, which 266 were still-births. the white 
mothers, one out every forty-five was unmarried, 
while among the colored population, one out every 
five and one-half living births was illegitimate. The 
total illegitimate rate for Virginia said more 
than thirteen times and the white rate, separately, 
nearly five times great that Rhode Island.
